3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's proposed 
amendment, which was discussed in the interview dated June 23, 2009, overcomes the prior 
rejection. The prior art of record, such as JP 1 1-245,306, does not disclose or make obvious "a 
control device which controls the switch device to apply the radiation source for concurrent 
production of an object in each building region". The Japanese reference discloses the ability to 
switch between two building regions, but this switching does not permit concurrent building. 
Furthermore, such a modification would be hindsight reasoning without some explicit reasoning 
or disclosure of switching.
